_SCHOOL'S HISTORY. 


The ‘fifty-olghth annual. report 
of the Diocesan Boys’ School and 
Orphanage, juat issued, records a

Golony. There has been a’school 
on part,of the old sito since 1860, 

Mr, E. C, Thomas, Mr. T. S, W. 
Chin, Mr. A. G. Prew and about 
twenty boys superintended. the 
moving. of. all the effects of: the 
school,, This’ took, about seven 
days; ‘coolles, ' junks and’ motor. 
lorries were.:used. The Rev. H. 
du T. Pyner made the general ar- 
rangements for the staff, boys and 
servants, and with'a few boys. 
firat slept in the new buildings: on 
March 4th. _ 

The stall touk up thelr residence 
inthe new buildings on March 6th 
and 7th. Mrs, Waller, the Matron, 
had a very busy time but despite 
all difficulties, the dormitories, the 
dining room and the kitchen were 
by March 8th, Tho 
number of boys present on March 
8th was 278,"of whom 55 were 
boarders. The numbers increas- 
ed gradually and we had as many 
a3'318 boys in May, of whom 67 
were boarders.
